Mr. Wall took the floor charging Mr. Webster with believing 
in polygamy and bigamy, offering in proof of said charge the 
aftidavit of Fred T. Dubois and W. R. White.

Hon. E. A. Wall, President of the Council, Sir: A sense 
of duty constrains me to return herewith Council Bill No. 9, 
granting leave of absence to Wm. Wing, Probate Judge of 
Nez Perge county. 

My objection to this measureis, that the duties imposed by 
law upon the Probate Judge ure far too important, and their 
performance so absolutely necessary to protect the interests of 
the people, that their discontinuance for a period of sixty days 
would be a pcsitive injury, and this is especially trne in the 
populous county of Nez Perce. 

In addition to the probate matters of which the Probate 
Court has jurisdiction. Section 1 of the “ Act defining the 
jurisdiction of said courts in civil and criminal cases, gives to 
this conrt conenrrent junsdiction ” with the District Courts to 
hear and determine civil cases, wherein the damages or debt 
does not exceed five. hundred dollars, * * * and concur- 
rent jurisdiction in all cases with Justices of the Peace. 


Section 5 of this Act provides, “ that the Prubate Court shall 
have concurrent jurisdiction with Justices of the Peace in such 
criminal cases arising under the laws of the Territory as do 
not require the intervention of a grand jury, and jurisdiction 
to examine persons charged with crime, and commit, discharge 
or hold to bail. Each Judge of the Probate Court shall be a 
conservator of the peace throughout his county.” 

For the discharge of the duties, and the exercise of the pow- 
ers conferred upon the Probate Courts, Section 9 of the same 
Act requires that, “a regular term of the Probate Court shall 
be held at the county seat of each county, commencing on the 
fourth Monday of eash month, for the transaction of such 
business in probate matters of which said court has jurisdiction ; 
Provided, That such court shall be open on all judicial and 
legal days for the commencement of and trial of civil actions, 
the same as in Justices’ Courts.” 

The duties which a Judge of Probate is expectéd to dis- 
charge, and the powers which he is required to exercise, can- 
not be delegated, and therefore, as the performance of his 
duties, and the exercise of his powers would be wholly dis- 
continued and interrupted, during the period provided in the

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 
i EXEOUTIVE, OFFICE, 
IDAHO TERRITORY, l 
f Borr Orry, Feburary 5, 1883. 
Mr. Tenan I return, herewith, Council Bill No. 20, 
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roviding for the revision and consolidation of the laws of this 
erritory. : 

Tt is with more than ordinary reluctance that I take this 
step because I recognize the fact that, a revision of the laws of 
Tao is imperatively demanded, as essentially necessary to 
every interest in the Territory; and, were the present bill 
drawn, so as tu insure beyond peradventnre. a speedy. compléte 
and perfect revision of our laws, I would cheerfully approve 
it, notwithstanding it might not in all respects meet my appro- 
bation. 

The first section of the bill names the commissioners, who 
are to revise, simplify, digest, arrange and consolidate the laws. 
There is no power anywhere given, whereby the Legislature 
may appoint the officers to co this work. Such anthority is 
vested in the Execntive alone, and the only power which can 
divest him o? that prerogative is the Congress of the United 
States. Until Congress does. so, the selection of officers for 
any purpose whatever, or by whatever name designated. except 
in the manner provided in section 1857 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, 1s unconstitutional. 

The personnel of the commission, provided in this bill, is 
wholly nnobjectionable to me, and it is doubtful if I could 
name a better, or even as good a one, unless J named the same 
persons, which it is proable I should do were I so directed, 
and if the bill was reasonably perfect in every other feature, I 
would willingly forego this objection. 

To the second section there can be no reasonable objection, 
as it simply directs the manner in which the work shall be per- 
formed. 

Section three, however, is fatally defective in several respects: 
Tn that it leaves it to the discretion of the commission as to 
when the work shall be completed,but simply provides that they 
shall cause a copy of the revision to be submitted to an extra 
session of the present Legislatrue, if one be ealled, and if none 
be called, then to the next Legislative Assembly. A speedy 
revision is what is demanded, and a measure which leaves it 
optional with the commissioners to complete the work earlier 
than two years hence, does not meet the exigency. 

Congress has appropriated $30,000.00 to print a revision of 
our laws, and unlese that sum be nsed for that purpose prior to 
June 30 next, it lapses and goesinto the Treasury of the United 
States. Any measnre, therefore, which precludes the using of 
that fund is opening the way for an expense to the Territory, 


t 
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which may easily be avoided by requiring the work to be fin- 
ished in time to submit to an extra session of the present Legis- 
lature by the first of next June. IRfany necessity exists for de- 
laying this matter beyond that time, which [ contend is not the 
case, then provision should be made by the present session to 
provide means for printing the volume of laws as revised, in 
the event that Congress refuses to do se; which is probable, if 
the appropriation made by the last session of that body is not 
utilized. It will rot do to leave so important a matter to the 
next Legislature. Moreover, no provision is made to pay the 
members of the present Legislature in the event that they are 
called upon to attend an extra session to pass upon the work of 
the commission. Contingent provision to meet both of the 
above items of expense, should be included in this bill so that 
in case Congress refnses to provide means to pay those ex- 
penses, the work may not be lost to the Territory, or members 
be compelled to attend an extra session without receiving proper 
compensation therefor. 


Į also call yonr attention to the fact that the bill contains no 
requirements or requests in relation to calling an extra session. 
{t is true the Organie Act confers that power upon the Gover- 
nor, but I think it entirely proper, and highly important, in a 
measure of this kind, that the cirenmstances under which he 
shonld call an extra session should be definitely stated in the 
ant, 

The manner in which the compensation of the commissioners 
is to be allowed also strikes me as establishing a precedent 
which cannot be too severely condemned. Too much care can- 
nct be exercised in the method of allowing claims against the 
public treasury. In no other instance that I am aware oñ, isa 
creditor of the Territory permitted to audit his own claim; 
with a precedent of this kind once established in throwing open 
the doors of collusion between the financial officers and claim- 
ants, it is difficult to estimate to what extremes it may lead. 
Moreover, no provision whatever is made for the Controller to 
be officially advised, when the amount may be due, and no 
protection for him in the-shape of a voucher of any kind, for 
the issnance of his warrants, further than the demand of the 
commissioners themselves. 


a 


I further question the propriety of permitting the com- 
pensation to be paid in full before the labors of the commis- 
sion are complete. They are required to present their compi- 
lation to the Legislature, whether at a special, or a general ses-

sion thereof, but may draw their compensation as soon as they 
have certified to the Governor that they have completed their 
compilation, and it will be left solely to the inclination of the 
commissioners themselves whether or not to comply with the 
provisions of section 3. 
- Another objectional feature of the bill is, that it makes no 
provision to meet the cases of vacancy by death, resignation, 
removal, or any other cause. f 

These remarks are not intended to reflect upon the hon- 
orable gentlemen named in this bill. Abler, or mure reputable 
persons could not be found in the Territory. 

The urgent need tor a revision of our Jaws will be conceded 
by all, and I, therefore, suggest that a bill which will not be 
open to any of the objections above stated, be now introduced, 
and:at once passed under a suspension of the rules.

To the Honorable, the Legislative Conneid of the Territory 
of _Idaho:-—As chief tinancial agent of the Territory, 1 bee 
leave to call the attention of your honorable body to defects in 
the laws regarding collections of Territorial fees from certain 
public officers. The law relating to Notaries Publie, requiring 
the Territorial Secretary to pay over to the library fand one- 
half the fees collected on Notarial commissions, makes no pro- 
vision as to the time of making such payments, and I appre- 
hend that an accounting, at any time, by the Secretary, during 
his otticial term, would be a eompliance with thelaw. I would 
respectfully suggest that the law be so amended as to require 
the Secretary to make reports, quarterly, to the Territorial 
Treasurer and Controller, o” the amounts so collected, remit- 
ting, at such times, the amount due the Territory. [also sug- 
gest a similar amendment with regard to the clerks of the su- 
preme and district courts, concerning the provisions of section 
Ite of the Code of Civil Proceedure.

REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITIEE. 


Mr. President and Greutlemen of the Council: Your finance 
committee, to whom was referred the report of the Territorial 
Secretary, and alsuthe report of the Territorial Controller, 
dated February 2, 1885, have bad same under consideration, 
and beg leave to report as follows: 

We tind that during the term from January 30, 1879, to 
January 10, 1881, the then Secretary, Hon. R. A. Sidebotham, 
issued thirty-nine commissions to Notaries Public, the Territo- 
rial proportion of which amounted to, at five dollars each, to 
be paid into the Territorial Treasury for the benetit of the 
Library Fund, the sum of $195.00. We find that the said R. 
A, Sidebotham only paid into the Territorial Treasury the sum 
of $150.00, leaving a balance still in his hands, the sum of $45. 

We find that during the period from January 19. 1881, to 
the present time, there has been issued by the Territorial Sec- 
retary, Hon. T. E. Singiser, fifty-four commissions to Notaries 
Public, the money portion vf which belonging tothe Territory 
of Idaho, amounts to 8270.00, none of which sum has been 
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paid into the Territorial Treasury by the said Hon. T. F. 
Singiser, as directed by law. 

he Territorial Controller seems to desire to impress upon 
the Council that there is no time fixed by law, at which time 
said money should be paid into the Territorial Treasury by 
said secretaries. Section 3, on page 817 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, provides that the Territorial Secretary shall issue com- 
missions to Notaries Public, and shall collect ten dollars for 
each commission s0 issued, and one-half or five dollars on each 
commission so issued shall be paid into the Territorial Treas- 
ury for the benefit of the Library Fund. 


It is evident to every sane man that under the provisions of 
said section, that the Territorial proportion of such fee or fees 
is five dollars on each commission so issoed, and is then due, 
and should be paid into the Territorial Treasury for the bene- 
tit of the Library Fund as soon as convenient. 

But to show that neither the Territorial Seeretary nor Terri- 
torial Controller have complied with the law, and that the 
communication of the Controller was wholly unnecessary, and 
mnst have been sent in for one of two reasons, viz., 
either because he was ignorant of the law, cr else he wished to 
cover up a dereliction of official duty of himself and the Terri- 
torial Secretary, presuming that members of this Council knew 
nothing of our laws. To substantiate this we refer the gentle- 
men of this Council to section 5, page 599 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, in which it makes it the duty of all persons, required to 
pav money into the Territorial treasury of the Territory, to 
exhibit their accounts and vouchers to the Territorial Control- 

‘ler, on or before the first Monday in November of each year 
for settlement. 

Subdivision seven of section £- page 798, of Revised Statutes, 
provides that the Territorial Controller shall direct prosecution 
against all persons who shall by any means become possessed 
of public money or property. who fail to pay over and deliver 
the same in accordance with law. 

It is evident that Ex-Sceretary Sidebotham and the present 
Secretary, Hon. T. F. Singiser, hold and have in their posses- 
sion at the present time, public moneys which belong to the Ter- 
ritory, and should have, in this time, paid said money into 
the Territorial treasury. It is also equally plain that the Con- 
troller has not discharged his duty, by neglecting to direct pros- 
ecntion against these defaulting secretaries. 


We therefore recommend that the Territorial Treasurer be 
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directed to make a demand on the late Secretary, R. A. Side- 
botham, and the present Secretary, Hon. T. F. Singiser, or his 
deputy, for the amount due from them to the Territorial treas- 
ury, and if not promptly paid, the Controller be directed to 
roceed, under the law, to collect any and all amounts due the 
Territory, by said officers.
